CREW NOT PROPERLY 
LED, ASSERTS JESSUP 


Chief Engineer Is Attacked; 
U.S. Captain Urges Drastic 
Changes in Ships. 


New York, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—The cause 
of the hidden leaks that sank the liner 
Vestris remained a mystery of the sea 
today, but in official reports of British 
and American nautical observers at the 
Federal inquirg into the disaster there 
came more criticism of the late Capt. 
William Carey and his crew for thelr 
conduct in the crisis. 

Only speculative causes for the dis- 
aster were contained in the official re- 
ports of Capt. Henry McConkey, British 
acviser, and Capt. E. P. Jessop, Amer- 
ican adviser to United States Commis- 
sioner O'Neill, who has been hearing 
testimony on the disaster since the 
week of November 11, when the vessel 
foundered off the Virginia Capes with a 
loss of more than 100 lives. 

Commissioner O'Neill took the reports 
under consideration, as Federal Attor- 
ney Tuttle called before the commis- 
sioner J. L. Crone, supervising inspector 
of the United States Steamboat Inspec- 
tion Service, which examined and 
passed the Vestris as seaworthy three 
days before she sailed on her last voy- 
age. The finding of the commissioner Is 
the next step expected in the investiga- 
tion. 

Should Have Called Aid. 

Both Capt. McConkey and Capt. Jes- 
sop agreed that Capt. Carey should 
have called for help six hours before he 
sent his S O S on the morning of No- 
vember 12. Both agreed that one con- 
tributing cause of the disaster was the 
pumping out of the starboard tanks, 
which reduced the stability of the ship, 
and both severely criticized the lack of 
organization in the loading and lower- 
ing of lifeboats, two of which carried 
all the children and many of the 
women down with the vessel. 

While Capt. McConkey, however, said 
testimony indicated the Vestris was sea- 
worthy at the start of the voyage, Capt. 
Jessop declared: “Any vessel unable to 
stand a storm for 18 hours is not fit tc 
send to sea.” 

The Vestris ran into rough weather 
Sunday night and sank early Monday 
afternoon. 

“I don’t believe that all seafaring 
history holds such an incident,” Capt. 
Jessop said. “The crew seems to have 
been competent if led, but they were 
not led. The passengers were the most 
tractable that could have gone to sea.” 


Chief Officer Cleared. 


“The testimony inevitably ‘points to 
the incompetence of the executive of- 
ficers of the vessel,” he said, adding 
that the master and the chief officer 
must be “men of initiative, Judgment 
and what we call guts to handle a situ- 
ation of this kind.” 

The captain absolved F. W. Johnson, 
chief officer of the vessel, but bitterly 
denounced J. A. Adams, chief engineer, 
for attempting to fight the inrushing 
water with inadequate pumps. 

While Capt. McConkey made no sug- 
gestions in his report, Capt. Jessop rec- 
ommended, among other things: 

That all ocean-going vessels carry 
wireless, 

That all sea connections be located 
where they may be inspected at sea. 

That a method of testing lifeboats 
for water-tightness be inaugurated by 
the Steamboat Inspection Service. 


That life-belts be changed in de- 
sign so as to keep an exhausted person's 
head and shoulders above the water. 

That executive ability be considered 
in the examination of officers.

Dignity of Jurists and Gay Gowns of Women Mark White 
House Party, Attracting Many Members of Congress. 
Taft Receives Friends in Green Room. 


Chief Justice William Howard Taft 
and the associate justices of the United 
States Supreme Court were the guests 
in whose honor- President and Mrs. 
Coolidge received at a state reception 
in the White House last night. 

More than 2.000 persons, including 
the entire judiciary and court officials 
of Washirgton and nearby cities, legal 
luminaries from many parts of the 
country and District leaders in official, 
social and residential circles, were pre- 
sented. While lacking somewhat in 
the colorful atmosphere usual at the 
Diplomatic and Army and Navy recep- 
tions at the White House, last night’s 
function was most impressive. Pic- 
turesqueness was given by the presence 
of many Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
officers in full uniform. 

The event also served as a reunion 
of Congress, as it was the first reception 
since the new session began. Many 
senators and representative were noted 
in the long line which passed before the 


President and Mrs. Coolidge, who stood 


together near the door of the blue room 
to receive their guests. 

The Chief Justice and Mrs. Taft ar- 
rived early and were escorted directly 
to the red room, where the associate 
justices of the United States Supreme 
Court and their wives were assembled. 
Mrs. Taft, whose regime as first lady 
of the land is still a landmark of tact 
in tMat difficult post, wore a gown of 
blue brocade made with a beaded. ef- 
fect and shirred on both sides and quite 
short except for the slight train and 
with the vee-shaped decolletage, 

Promptly at 9 o’clock .he President 
and Mrs. Coolidge, followed by the pro- 
cession of Cabinet officers and their. 
wives and escorted by the White House 
military and naval aids in dress uni- 
forms, came down the grand stairway 
and passed into the blue room and the 
reception ‘began.

HOPE FOR MERGER 
ELD NOT DIMMED 


Wilson Says All Evidence Is 
in, and Foes May Now 
Help on Plans. 


ONE REPORT IS CRITICIZED 


Traction interests still hope to bring 
about a merger of the local street rall- 
way companies, despite the unfavorable 
report made on their plan yesterday 
by Dr. Milo R. Maltbie, the New York 
utilities expert. 

At least, this was the interpretation 
placed on a_ statement made last 
night by Harley P. Wilson, who spon- 
sored the present merger movement. 
Wilson is owner of the Washington 
Rapid Transit Co., which operates a 
bus line here, and also is an Official 
of the North American Co. which 
would dominate the merged company 

There was a note of sarcasm in Wil- 


| son's statement, but no outright criti- 


cism of Maltbie’s report. 
may come later. 


However, this 
Wilson did stress the 
fact that Maltbie pointed out the need 
of a merger. 

John W. Childress, chairman of the 
local Public Utilities Commission, 
which had urged Congress to approve 
the merger agreement, came out last 
night with the flat statement that he 
saw nothing in Maltblie’s report which 
raised insuperable obstacles. to a con- 
summation of the merger. 

The report of Dr. Maltbie, who was 
hired by the Senate District committee 
to study the merger question, was on 
most important points at direct vari- 
ance with the report of the Bureau of 
Efficiency, which also made an 
vestigation 

Whereas, the bureau upheld a $50,- 
000,000 valuation for the proposed con- 
solidated company, Maltbie condemned 
it as excessive, and predicted that it 
would result in a fare raise. 

“Apparently,” said Mr. Wilson last 
night, “it is a case where experts dis- 
agreed.” 

The statement made by Wilson was 
given to the press by Brice Clagett, 
who with former Secretary of the 
Treasury William Gibbs McAdoo, has 
been acting as counsel] for Wilson in 
the merger proceedings, - 

“I have not seen the text of either 
the Bureau of Efficiency or the Dr. 
Maltbie reports on the merger,” he said 
in his statement. “I understand, how- 
ever, that the first recommends the 
approval of the merger agreement as 
voted by the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion and by the House District com- 
mittee, with possibly minor altera- 
tions and that Dr. Maltbie suggests 
radical changes on valuation.

Rise of Call Money Is 
Signal for Drastic 
Dash to Unload. 


PRICES DECLINE FROM 
$5 TO $20 A SHARE 


Street Knows Why, but Won- 
ders Who Sent Cash Rates 
Up to 12 Per Cent. 


New York, .Dec. 6 (N.Y.W.N.S.)—In 
the most drastic decline in six months 
tha stock market today slumped from 
its record high marks and moved down- 
ward, dragging with it thousands of 
small investors who were riding along 
to extra fat Christmas stockings on the 
crest of the bull market.

dropped from $65 to 822.50 a share as 
selling orders from all over the country 
poured on the floor of the New York 
Stock Exchange. Twenty leading tin- 
dustrials dropped an average of $9.45 a 
share. Twenty representative rail se- 
curities fell $4.38 a share. The day's’ 
trading was 5,400,200 shares, and so 
great was the tide of selling at the close 
of the day that the ticker did not stop 
until 3:58 o’clock, 58 minutes late. 


Call Money Rise Decisive. 


The immediate cause in the turn in 
the tide which forced such stocks as 
United States Steel to drop 6'!4 points, 
General Electric 11 points and Mont- 
gomery Ward 2214 points was a rise 
in cali money from 9 to 12 per cent, 
the highest market since July 2. 

Call money, the food on which. the 
stock market thrives, started at 9 per 
cent. Finencial tickers reported money 
plentiful and that the rate might go 
down during the day. Shortly after 
noon, however, call money advanced to 
10 per cent. Shortly before 2 o'clock 
it was 11, and during the last hour of 
trading it rose to 12 per cent.

Eight years ago, call money went up 
to 14 per cent. A few months earlier, 
in February, 1920, the rate went to 20 
per cent, while November 12, 1919, call 
money was 30 per cent. 

Then oldtimers in the “street” 
laughed at some of the youngsters who 
remarked that money was tight. The 
former could remember occasions when 
call money went as high as 200 per 
cent, but that was before the days of 
the Federal reserve system. 


Business Loans Huge. 


The extent to which corporations are 
lending in the call money market was 
shown in this week’s statement of 
broker’s loans as reported to the Fed- 
eral reserve system. Of the total of 
$5,394,590,000, corporations were lend- 
ing $2,285,280,000, a decrease of $1.724,- 
000 from the previous week but an in- 
crease of $1,309,151,000 for the same 
week of 1927. 

On the first of the year and the suc- 
ceeding days. the large corporations of 
the country will be called upon to pay 
more than $%2,000,000,000 in interest 
and dividends. Consequently, many of 
them have been disposing of their se- 
curity holdings to build up an impos- 
ing cash surplus for dividend purposes. 

Attracted by the high money rate, 
millions of dollars were cabled from 
Europe today to meet the demands cf 
the market tomorrow. Indications of 
the inflow of foreign funds in the last 
few days are shown in the decline of 
‘tle pound sterling and the Canadian 
dollar, both of which have now reached 
the gold export point where it wil] be- 
come cheaper for London and Montreal 
to ship gold to New York instead of 
buying exchange here, . .

George A. Dooley, Aged Officer of Government Printing 
Office Organization, Reports Paying Interest From 
Retirement Allotment for 5 Years. 


In reporting yesterday to the board 
of directors of the Job-Room Immedi- 
ate Relief Society of the Government 
Printing Office, that approximately 
$5,000 of the funds of the suciety be 
invested with an Ohio banking com- 


‘pany had been lost with the failure 


of the company, George A. Dooley, aged 
secretary-treasurer of the society, and 
retired employe of the printing office, 
unfolded a tale of self-imposed finan- 
cial sacrifice that he had endured since 
the failure five years ago. 

The approximately 1,400 members of 
the society, all employed at the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, will share 
equally the loss, it was learned last 
night. Although Mrs. L. B. Clark, wife 
of the president of the board of di- 
rectors, would not disturb her husband 
last night for the purpose ot explan- 
ation, it was learned no action is con- 
templated against Dooley. who lives at 
327 Seventh street northeast 

During the last five vears, since the 


failure of the R. L Dollings Banking 


Co., of Columbus, Ohio, and thw sub- 


sequent legal action against its presi- 
dent and other officials, Dooley has 


been paying interest on the amount 
invested at the rate of 7 per cent out 
of his retirement allotment, he said. 

Unable to continue financing the in- 
vestment out of the small annual re- 
tirement fund he receives, Dooley yes- 
terday decided to make a report to the 
officials of the society. 


He reported that he placed the fund 
with the Ohio company upon the ad- 
vice of officials of local banks, and one 
of the advisors’ sister was said to have 
lost $10,000 with the failure of the 
same company. | 


Dooley last night told a reporter for 
The Washington Post he did not report 
the incident at the time of the failure 
of the Ohio company because he be- 
lieveci he would be able to get the fund 
returned through the _ receivers in 
which funds of the defunct company 
was placed. 

“I made a frank report of the aftai: 
to the board of directors.” Dooley said. 
“Despite the fact that it cost me a large 
part of the yearly retirement allotuent 
1 received, I was willing to protect the 
interests of members of the society as 
long as I could afford it.”

PRESIDENT DENOUNCED 


Mexico City, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—Resolu- 
tions ordering members of the “Crom” 
—Mexico’s leading labor organization— 
employed by federal or state govern- 


ments to retire from their posts at 
once were passed at the convention of 
the “Crom” here today. The action 1s 
regarded as marking a wide-open split 
between the Jabor organization and the 
government. 

The resolutions also withdrew “Crom” 
delegates from participation in the 
Congress of Representatives of Work~ 
ers and Employers, which is consider- 
ing the projected labor legislation of 
Portes Gil, Mexico’s provisional presi- 
dent 

It was decided, too, to hold further 
sessions of the “Crom” convention at 
the Teatro Tivoli del Eliseo instead of 
the Teatro Hidalgo, as heretofore, in- 
asmuch as the Teatro Hidalgo is the 
property of the government, 


Action Follows Message. 


Today's actions followed upon a més- 
sage sent by President Gil to the con- 
vention denying charges made in the 
course of its early sessions that mem- 
bers of the “Crom” were being perse- 
cyted in various parts of Mexico, and 
denying that he had been active against 
the organization while he was governor 
of the state of Tamaulipas, in which 
the City of Tampico is located, and 
where mych of Mexico's oll industry is 
centered. 

The chamber of deputies met tonight 
to consider the situation growing out 
of the split. While the meeting was in 
session a small crowd of manifestants 
gathered outside and shouted: “Down 
with Morones.” He is president of 
Crom convention. 

Representatives of the majority bloc 
spoke at the session, assuring Presi- 
dent Portes Gil of the support of the 
majority faction, and eriticizing the at- 
titude of the Crom.

GRUISERS HELD NEED 
DESPITE PACT PLA 


Coolidge Feels U. S. Must 
Carry Out Program to 
Aid Defense. 


RETALIATION MOVE SEEN 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 


America’s crulser-building program, 
calling for fifteen 10-000-ton cruisers, 
is regarded by President Coolidge as 
indispensable without regard to any 
future possibility of an Anglo-Amer- 
ican agreement on the limitation of 
naval armaments, 

This was authoritatively made clear 
yesterday to correct what is described 
as a widespread popular misunder- 
standing of the true situation. Facts, 
hitherto undisclosed, were cited to dem- 
onstrate the true “urport of the Pres- 
ident’s recommendation to Congress 
on the question of cruiser building. 

It develops that A™erica must carry 
out this program to attain even the 
minimum of »-~*! strength for which 
the American delegation contended at 
the Anglo-American Geneva confer- 
ence. 

In his desire to put the naval arms 
limitation un a practical, effective basis 
and save the taxpayers from unwelcome 
burdens. President Coolidge sot a limit 
of 300,000 tons. T*7 completion of the 
proposed cruiser *--"**'»* wvrogram will 
put America’s cruiser strength on & 
basis of 305,000 tons. 

The British counterproposal at Ge- 
neva, it develops, called for a cruiser 
tonnage of 600,000. This means that 
the United States would have to double 
its cruiser-building program ‘all along 
the line to equal the British proposal. 
‘It was partly for this reason that Presi- 
dent Coolidge re~>rded the program of 
the British as constituting an expan- 
sion rather than a limitation of naval 
armaments. 


Sought to Obtain Compromise. 


By way of compromise, the United 
States sought to obtain agreement upon 
a 400,000-ton cruiser basis, but this 
effort failed. The present building pro- 
gram of the United States, in the all- 
important matter of modern cruisers, 
calls for a tonnage which will be 100,000 
tons short of the tonnas2 which would 
have been agreed upon if the Geneva 
maval conference had not gone upon 
the rocks. 

Thus, if Great Britain and the 
United States were to reach an agree- 
ment on naval arms limitation tomor- 
row, there would be the same insist- 
ence on the part of the Coolidge ad- 
ministration to complete the cruiser- 
building program now before the Sen- 
ate. And there would likewise be the 
need of further expansion of America’s 
cruiser strength in order to put the 
United States Navy on parity with 
whatever terms the British and Ameri- 
can delegations might agree to. 

The matter of agreeing to a cruiser 
tonnage of less than 400,000 has never 
been considered by the British, and 
the American delegation already has 
gone on record as conceding this ton- 
nage to be a fair measure of limitation. 

There have been repeated intima- 
tions reaching official circles that the 
American public regards the present 
cruiser building program as a sort of 
retaliatory measure against the British 
because the latter did not come to 
terms with the American delegation at 
Geneva. 


Retaliation May Be Necessary, 


It is not denied that some sort of 
retaliatory naval expansion may be 
necessary in the future to maintain 
American parity with the British in 
sea power but for the present, it is ex- 
plained, there are no steps being taken

Maltbie Condemns Valuation, 


In his report to the Senate District 
committee, which was made public yes- 
terday, Dr. Maltbie not only con- 
demned a _ $50,000,000 valuation, but 
scored the proposal to set a specific 
period of time for a valuation or a fare 
rate. and declared that the reasonable 
protection clause would give the merged 
company a monopoly that might cven 
prevent competition by taxicabs. 

Senator Capper, of Kansas, chairman 
of the Senate District committee, sald 
last night that he and his colleagues 
would devote about a week or ten days 
to studying the reports of the bureau 
and Dr. Maltbie and then would begin 
hearings. 


Opposes Speculation Features, 


Senator Vandenberg, of Michigan, a 
member of the merger subcommittee, 
praised Dr. Maltbie’s report, especially 
his findings with regard to the $50,- 
000,000 valuation. Now, he said, it 
will require much more evidence than 
has been thus far produced to justify 
such a valuation. 

“Speculative arithmetic should not 
be frozen into a permanent contract,” 
Vandenberg said. “I am in favor of a 
merger, and I still have an open mind, 
but it seems to me that the proper 
thing to do is to proceed on the pro- 
posed basis with the elimination of 
these speculative features.” 

Vandenberg suggested that one com- 
promise plan that might be adopted 
would be a plan whereby the merged 
company would be guaranteed a valua- 
tion for stock-issuing purposes for a 
five-year period, and the public would 
be protected against a fare raise for the 
same length of time.

~NEW ORGANIZATION 


Church and Other Important 
Bodies to Discuss Plans 
Here Next Week. 


“OFFENSIVENESS” TO GO 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 


A Nation-wide, nonreformer dry or- 
ganization submerging if not displac- 
ing the Antisaloon League looms as a 
possibility out of an unusual gathering 
of drys here next week. There are to be 
meetings of the National Legislative 
Conference, the National Temperance 
Council and not by any means the least 
the continuation committee of the 
conference of 31 church and temper- 
ance organizations which said as early 
as last February that Gov. Smith should 
not pass. 

The meetings are separate and merely 
coincidental. They come here as a rou- 
tine part of their work. But out of 
them, embracing interlocking member- 
ships as they do, is expected to come 
expression at least of the movement for 
what might be termed a “super” dry 
organization, modeled along the lines 
of the new Association Against the Pro- 
hibition Amendment—that is, with men 
and women prominent in the Nation’s 
business and professional life and who 
have not been prominently identified 
with the dry cause heretofore. 

In one respect, as the drys put it 
themselves, it would be a step toward 
eliminating the “offensiveness’” of the 
dry cause or, in other words, the pro- 
fessional reformer. 

It would not be aimed directly at the 
displacement of the Antisaloon League, 
but necessarily would work toward its 
absorption. And because of this it 
would hardly meet with the warm en- 
couragement of that organization, to 
say the least. 


New Elements Sought. 


Of course, the new organization, 
should it develop, would necessarily 
have its mainspring in those groups 
that have heretofore been actively iden- 
ttfied with the dry movement, but the 
purpose. would be to place the new le- 
ment out in front as soon as it could 
be acquired—men such as Henry Ford 
and Thomas A. Edison. 

The drys have been considerably im- 
pressed by the imposing composition 
of the new wet organization with its 
Du Ponts, Atterburys, Wadsworths and 
the like. Quite an influential part 
of the citizenry is reflected in the new 
wet aggregation, in fact. It would 
probably Have been doing things by 
mow had not Gov. Smith taken its 
thunder. The governor presented such 
a problem to its high clientele by 
agreeing that prohibition was the 
burning issue of the day, that the 
organization kept rather quiet during 
the campaign, but undoubtedly it 
expects to renew its activities as soon 
as it can get some statistical argu- 
ments out of the election result 

Anticipating this, there are those 
a@mong the drys who want an organi- 
gation just as imposing. While it ts 
difficult to say just where the most 
eentiment for the new organization 
exists, it is probable that there is about 
#8 much in the W. C. T. U. as any- 
where, 


Victory Laid to Women. 


Except that the two organizations 
are dry in purpose the W. C. T. U. has 
never had much in common with the 
Antisaloon League. That the women 
brought about prohibition is axiomatic, 
that the league then took over the 
‘administering of it is likewise accepted. 
The W. C. T. U. is the women’s organl- 
vation. It was the prevailing thought 
of its recent annual meeting in Boston 
that it should receive more credit for 
its accomplishment. 

It is not constitutionally constructed, 
however, to enter the field of the Anti- 
saloon League. Whenever its opinion 
of contemplated legislation is asked 
it gives it. 

It has Mrs. Lenna Lowe Yost, of 
Huntington, W. Va., established here 
for that purpose. But it does not 
eecek to dictate appointments or to have 
anything to do with the enforcement. 
Tt. has never laid itself open to the 
charge of ‘super’ government that is 
frequently flung at the Antisaloon 
League. Its attatude is that the pro- 
hibition amendment was adopted and 


‘that the Government should enforce it. 


It has no advice now to offer Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover, an attitude in con- 
trast to that of other dry organizations. 
It is the desire to get away from the 
picture that the Antisaloon League 
gives to the prohibition cause that ts 
behind the movement for the new or- 
ganization. 

Whether it will take any definite 
form at next week’s gathering remains 
to be seen. 


Three Warnings Enough.

HUMAN SPEED TREBLED 


Rochester, N. Y., Dec, 6 (AP.).— 
Frank E. Gannett, Rochester newspaper 
publisher, told 100 leaders of news ‘n- 
dustries here today that soon one man 
in New York may set the type in com- 
posing rooms of 1,000 American cities, 
doing it by telegraph. . 

“And,” he said, “looking into the fu- 


ture, it is not difficult to visualize the 
time when one operator, sending by 
wireless, will be able to set type in any 
or every city in the country. 

“Now, turn on the motors and I'll 
ana you something you never saw be- 

ore.” 

The guests looked at two typesetting 
machines which stood at one end of 
the room. A turn of an electric switch, 
and these machines began clicking rap- 
idly. They stood alone, robots facing 
their audience, with no human assist- 
ant close by, setting type by wire 
through the medium of a new inven- 
tion named the teletypesetter. 


Fast Speed Possible. 


“The possible speed of the automatic 
method,” said Mr, Gannett, “is proba- 
bly three times that of hand operation. 
And its accuracy is well-nigh perfect.” 

A man stepped to one of the type- 
setting machines, picked up some of 
the type lines it was setting, doing so 
in a manner to “jam” its operation and 
Stop the machine. 

Instantly, it seemed, the robot which 
was feeding a tape seven-eighths of an 
inch wide to operate the typesetting 
machine, also stopped running and the 
tape became motionless, 

A red light flared at the top of the 
typesetting machine and glowed until 
the artificial “jam” was set right. Im- 
mediately the machine began auto- 
matically setting type again. 

“You see,” said Mr. Gannett, “We 
think they are fool-proof so far as 
trouble from stoppage is concerned.” 

He showed how the tape was punched 
at one side of the room, which, for the 
purposes of the demonstration, was 
named “New York,” and the code of 
this punched tape carried across the 
room by wire with electrical Impulses 
to a receiving table where another ma- 
chine reproduced an exactly similar 
punched tape, and then transferred it 
through a third machine to operate the 
typesetting machines.

Louisville Chiéf Declares Men 
Who Abducted Ed Alvey 
Are Sought There. 


VICTIM WAS BLINDFOLDED 


Louisville, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—The abduc- 
tion of Ed Alvey, gambler, was planned 
by local men, in the opinion of Col. 
Roy W. Easley, c“ief of the Louisville 
Police Department, who raid today 
that “rerirdless of whether Mr. Alvey 
cooperates with us in our investigation, 
every effo:t will be made to appreherd 
those responsible.” 

Fear because -f widespread publicity 
and police rtivity today was believed 
to have caused the “gentleman kidnap- 
ers” to abandon their plot and release 
Alvey, 60 years old, .-lorful figure of 
the racing world, after holding him 
prisone~ nearly 54 hours. 

Alvey, none the worse for his long 
captivity, returr~1 to his home shortly 
before 1 o'clock this morning, having 
been released without payment of ran- 
som money. He had been kidnaped 
shortly after 6 o’clock Monday night 
while out for a walk in front of his 
home and was forced into an automo- 
bile by three unidentified men, one of 
whom covered him with a pistol. 


Prisoner Was Blindfolded, 


From the moment of his entry into 
the car until his release in a Louisville 
suburb about midnight identity of the 
abductors was carefully shielded from 
Alvey by bandages placed over his eyes. 

Col. Easley understands that Alvey 
gave is word to the kidnapers that he 
would not aid ‘he authorities in any 
way. Under Kentucky law kidnaping 
and holding for ransom is a felony 
punishable by death or life imprison- 
ment. 

By her failure to answer the tele- 
phone at her residence Monday night 
Mrs. Alvey probably saved her husband 
$50,000. The telephone at the Alvey 
home rang intermittently all. Monday 
night, but Mrs. Alvey said she thought 
her husband was in bed and did not 
care to be disturbed, so she did not 
answer it. Meantime an acquaintance 
of Alvey’s was asked over the telephone 
if he would cash Alvey’s check for 850,- 
000. That was the only intimation of 
ransom made, so far as could be learnad 
Police held a theory that had she an- 
swered the telephone she might have 
paid the ransom and said nothing 
about it.

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Three Men Killed _ 
In Vapor Explosion 


Two Others Reported Miss- 
ing After Blast Wrecks 
Three Buildings. 


New York, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—A vapor 
explosion at the Kill-All’ Disinfecting 
Co.’s plant on the upper East Side took 
the lives of at least three men and in- 
jured nine others today. In addition, 
two men reported missing, were sought 
by firemen and police who combed the 
runing of the three one-story brick 
buildings wrecked by the blast. 

The known dead were Harry Free- 
man, known also as Harry Goldberg, 
owner of the disinfecting company; 
Andrew. Avadilo, 77, and an unidentified 
workman. 

The missing men were believed to 
have been working in a junk dealer's 
shop, one of the damaged buildings 
The other structure was occupled by 
the Acme Furring Co. 

Thomas Brophy, fire marshal, at- 
tributed the blast to vapor from alco- 
hol and benzine used in making sewer 
disinfectant, set off by a spark. 


Windows in the east 108th street 
neighborhood, a block from the East 
River, were shattered, The roof of the 
Kill-All building was hurled 60 feet.

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DR. MALTBIE’S REPORT. 

The report on the traction merger agree- 
ment, prepared in behalf of the Senate District 
committee by Dr. Milo R. Maltbie, New York 
public utility expert, was submitted yesterday. 
The report expresses unqualified opposition to 
many phases of the agreement. Of principal 
importance is the fact that it does not recom- 
mend acceptance of the $50,000,000 valuation 
and rate base figure, on the ground that it is 
excessive. It would not be necessary, says 
the report, in order to bring about a merger 
under the plan proposed, “to value the prop- 
erty acquired by the new company. Com- 
panies are seldom merged or consolidated with 
valuations approved by State legislatures or 
Congress. Unification does not change the 
constitutional status of property.” 

Dr. Maltbie, however, is not opposed to 
merger. ‘‘No one denies,” says the report, 
“that with a unified system service could be 
improved, the amount of property required 
adequately to serve the public reduced, the 
costs of operation curtailed, and vehicular 
trdffic accelerated and convenienced. The 
gajn to the public would be equaled and per- 
haps exceeded ‘by the benefits that would ac- 
erge to the companies. The question consid- 
eréd in the report is not whether unification 
is' desirable but whether the terms under 
witich it ts to be effected are fair and reason- 
able.” Dr. Maltbie does not believe they are, 
and he points out carefully and in detail the 
defects he considers inherent in the merger 
agreement. 

It is pointed out in the report that the 
Public Utilities Commission has general au- 
thority to fix valuations and that the merger 
agreement would abrogate that right for a 
period of at least ten years. This would be 
im direct conflict with the modern theory of 
regulation. Arguing against the inclusion of 
the $50,000,000 rate base figure, the report 
says: “If the companies or their stockholders 
are sure of their legal position, there is no 
need for concern merely because the two sbys- 
tems are brought under the control and man- 
agement of one company. If, however, there 
is any doubt of the ability of the companies 
to obtain from the courts a valuation of $50,- 
000,000 or more and to maintain it for ten 
years, the companies will be in a stronger posi- 
tioh when Congress has approved the con- 
tract.’ 

Under no circumstancese can the report be 
said to close the door to the merger. Indeed, 
it indicates a course upon which consolidation 
can be effected. Let the companies agree to 
mefge, without insisting upon a valuation pro- 
viston, and trust to equitable regulation by the 
authorities, as individual companies have in 
the; past. 


-» THE AMERICAS LINKED BY AIR. 


President-elect Hoover’s idea of linking the 

countries of North and South America by a 
system of airways, which he expressed at the 
state dinner given in his honor at Lima, is far 
from being visionary. He suggested that a 
system of Pan-American airways could be 
quitkly devised by representatives of each of 
the;countries gathering about a council table. 
Whether or not that suggestion is heeded by 
the’ governments concerned, Mr. Hoover's pre- 
diction that ‘‘we would realize such a service 
within another twelve months” is even now in 
the’ process of fulfillment. 
_ Plans are worked out for the Pan-American 
Airways, Inc., to begin next month operating 
plajes over the 1,150-mile route, including 
Havana, San Juan, Haiti and Santo Domingo. 
Within a few months this company expects to 
open a 2,000-mile route between Merida, Mex- 
ico,;and Panama City, for which airports will 
be provided in Mexico, Panama, Costa Rico, 
Nicaragua, Honduras, Guatemala and British 
Honduras. This same company recently began 
airplane service between Miami and Nassau, 
and for some time has operated between 
Florida and Havana. 

Several other important airways which will 
ultimately link the United States with all its 
southern neighbors have been recently opened. 
The air-mail service of this country connects 
with the Mexican airways at Laredo. Daily 
service between Mexico City and Laredo began 
on Dctober 1, this year, and daily service is 
now maintained between Mexico City and the 
mining center of Matehuala, as well as with 
Tawdpico. Planes fly triweekly between Vera 
Crum and Merida. 

Welivery of mail that has taken from 14 to 
18 *days will be accomplished within a few 

hours when the Guatemalan government estab- 
lisif#s its proposed service between Guatemala 
City and Flores. Honduras is maintaining an 
air‘route between Tela and Tegucigalpa. The 
Central American countries are alive to the

will be stimulated, and demands for American- 
made planes will be increased. As Mr. Hoover 
says, “this revolution in communication and 
transportation” would tend to “destroy the 
distance between peoples and construct friend- 
ship between them,” 

The President-elect’s statement, “I should 
be proud, indeed, if I might contribute to the 
furtherance of so great a development,” 
coupled with his suggestion for a Pan-Ameri- 
can aviation conference, leads to the belief that 
he may take steps toward development of in- 
ternational airways between the two Americas 
after his inauguration. At least he may be 
counted upon as a friend of the movement, 
and this fact will serve as a stimulant to those 
interested in postal and commercial air lines 
linking this country with South America. 


CONGRESS SHOULD INVESTIGATE. 
Two resolutions asking for investigations 


by the Senate into the sinking of the Vestris 


have been introduced. Senator Wagne® of 


New York, proposes that the Senate select 
five of its members for the work, and that 
$50,000 be appropriated from the contingent 


fund of the Senate to cover the expenses. 


Senator Jones, of Washington, urges appoint- 
ment of a joint committee composed of three 


senators and three representatives to conduct 
an investigation and make recommendations 
for safety at sea. 

Investigations have been made of the Ves- 
tris disaster by the United States district at- 
torney of New York dnd by the Steamboat In- 
spection Service. These investigations did not 
bring out all the facts. Witnesses in some in- 
Stances palpably withheld information. ‘The 
public is not at all satisfied with the situation 
as it stands. In order to promote safety at 
sea it is desirable that Congress should have 
full information concerning the causes of the 
Vestris ,disaster. 

senator Wagner suggests that the proposed 
committee investigate the adequacy of the 
present legal standards of safety in ship con- 
struction, the efficiency of the Steamboat In- 
spection Service, the laws governing loss of 
life and property at sea, the laws and usages 
of salvage, and safety devices for sea craft. 
He would have the committee study the whole 
subject of safety on the sea, making reports 
to Congress and finally submitting a detailed 
report with recommendations for 
legislation.

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MAKING RADIO CONFUSION. 


While Radio Commissioner Caldwell on 
Tuesday was characterizing the radio equali- 
zation clause last of 
Congress as a “‘lemon,’’ Senator Dill, daddy 
of radio legislation, was introducing a further 
amendment to the law, limiting all broadcast- 
ing stations to 10,000 watts power except for 
restricted experimental purposes. If the 
equalization clause may be fairly characterized

as a lemon, the power restriction clause must 
be characterized as a whole bunch of lemons. 

What is the use of having a commission if 
it is to have no powers? “Since the commis- 
sion will not protect the public,” said Senator 
Dill in explanation of the new amendment, 
*‘Congreess is the only body that can do so.” 
If the commission is not protecting the public 
it is because Congress required it to enforce 
an ambiguous and unworkable law. 

What is needed is not a mass of confusing 
laws tying the hands of the Radio Commis- 
sion, but a law setting up a permanent radio 
commission with power to supervise and regu- 
late radio in the public interest. Congress 
should not concérn itself with the mechanics 
of such regulation, for they can be solved only 
by experts. Further restrictions tacked on 
to the existing law will only serve to compli- 
cate the situation. 


CLEAN OUT CROOKED LAWYERS. 

Sweeping changes in the statutes and rules 
of practice governing the ambulance-chasing 
evil in New York are advocated in the report 
of a special inquiry submitted to the Supreme 
ourt of Brooklyn. At the same time comes 
the announcement from Philadelphia that 
three members of the bar have. been found 
guilty of unethical conduct and forbidden to 
practice law in Pennsylvania. One report 
notes a growing evil; the other suggests a 
practical remedy. 

Ambulance-chasing is one of the most de- 
spicable practices in which attorneys of this 
country have ever indulged. These jackleg 
lawyers obtain information of accidents from 
police headquarters or from information bu- 
reaus established for the purpose. They send 
chasers to the bedside of the injured person. 
The chasers often hold out false inducements 
to have their employers retained as counsel. 
If the injured person is not insured, the case 
is usually dropped. But where the insurance 
is large, physicians, professional insurance ad- 
justers and others are often brought into the 
agreement, all of them taking large fees from 
the compensation, usually without taking the 
case to court. The Brooklyn inquiry found 
the situation so serious that it declared ‘‘the 
prosecution of personal injury claims is no 
longer a phase of the practice of law, but has 
been reduced to a business,’”® and therein lies 
“the real root of the trouble.” 

Recommendations for legislation are made, 
but the most practical solution is to be found 
in the Philadelphia case, where the offenders 
were cast out by the legal profession as the 
climax of a campaign against 85 attorneys 
who are reported to have recovered more than 
$700,000 in accident cases. Bar associations 
can clean out these crooks, without any legis- 
lation, if they wish to do so. 


THE SUBMETER SYSTEM. 


A test case on the question of electric sub- 
meters is to be made before the Brooklyn 
Public Service Commission by the Brooklyn 
Edison Co. The submetering business is a 
mushroom industry constantly expanding. 
Particularly in Manhattan has submetering 
come to be a thorn in the side of public utility 
concerns and their customers. The scheme is 
this: A landlord or a submetering concern, 
acting under contract with the landlord, in- 
stalls a master meter upon which is. registered 
all the current consumed in the entire property, 
and guarantees a certain minimum monthly 
consumption in order to obtain wholesale 
rates. From the master meter wires lead to 
submeters, one to each tenant. Current is 
purchased at wholesale rates and tenants are 


. 


: 


billed at a rate sometimes in excess of the 
legal retail rate. The difference represents 
pure profit. : 

Some time ago an attempt was made before 
the local Public Utilities Commission to ob- 
tain permission for the iristallation of sub- 
meters. The attempt failed, but so attractive 
are the profits possible under submetering that 
it is not unlikely that another attempt will be 
made. The Brooklyn test case, therefore, is 
of interest to Washington. If the Brooklyn 
Edison Co. wins, submetering as an industry 
will be dealt a death blow. 

The test case developed when the Brooklyn 
Edison Co. discovered that a submetering con- 
cern had begun operations in an apartment 
house. Immediately it threatened to take out 
the meter and discontinue service. The sub- 
meter concern then obtained a court order re- 
straining Brooklyn Edison, pending a decision 
by the public utilities commission, and it is 
before that body that the case will be fought 
out. An array of counsel has been retained by 
both sides. 3 

Submetering should never be permitted to 
gain a foothold in Washington. It is unfair 
to both the public and the public utility, and 
profits no one except the middleman, who is 
not subject to public regulation and is there- 
fore in a position to charge more for service 
than a public utility company is allowed to 
charge.

mission to join up for active service in the 
African field. This request was met at first 
by a point blank refusal, but later, on repre- 
sentations made by his mother, Eugenie, who 
sacrificed her maternal feelings in order to 
gratify the earnest wish of her son, he was 
allowed to go as a spectator and observer. 

Such a role was, however, distasteful to the 
Woolwich graduate and man of action, and 
soon after his arrival in Natal he became asso- 
ciated with a battery of artillery. He dis- 
played so much skill in reconnaissance work, 
in surveying, and in map-making that Lord 
Chelmsford, commander in chief of the forces 
in the war, transferred him from his personal 
staff to the department of the quartermaster 
general. Every one knows how the Prince, 
when out with a small surveying party con- 
sisting of himself and 8 others, was surprised 
and set upon by a band of about 40 Zulus. 
Of the nine, tive escaped and four were killed, 
among the latter the Prince Imperial, who 
might have escaped also had not his horse, 
frightened by the discharge of a volley at 
short range, ran incontinently away. Thus 
brought to bay, the Prince with intrepid cour- 
age, engaged single handed with seven of the 
enemy and finally, overwhelmed by such tre- 
mendous odds, he fell with sixteen wounds, 
all in front.

Blue Laws for Washington. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Il 
wish to compliment you upon the 
splendid editov~ial in The Post of De- 
cember 4, entitled “Wicked Washing- 
ton.” The national reformers stated 
that 83,000,000 people were living in 
cities that prohibited commercialized 
Sunday movies, leaving 37,000,000 living 
in jurisdictions addicted to the wick- 
edness of Sunday movies. The facts of 
the case are that the large cities in the 
States that have State laws prohibiting 
Sunday movies have taken the matter 
in their own hands through the refer- 
endum, and are presenting commer- 
cilalized Sunday movies every Sunday. 
About 85 per cent of the population of 
the United States are actually living in 
territory wheie they have access to 
Sunday movies, including even the 
States where the Sunday laws are the 
strictest. 

Massachusetts, New York, New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania, which have State 
laws prohibiting Sunday theaters and 
movies, allow local option in the large 
cities and towns, and every one of these 
States have Sunday movies in the 
cities. Massachusetts in the recent 
election voted by a majority of 2 to 1 
not only to allow commercialized movies 
but all kinds of commercialized sports 
on Sunday. Wherever the issue is 
placed squarely before the people, the 
public sentiment is overwhelmingly in 
favor of liberalized Sunday laws. 

Pittsburgh and Philadelphia, where 
the Sunday laws are most drastically 
enforced in Pennsylvania under the 
Sunday blue laws of 1794, have nothing 
to boast over the morality of Washing- 


ton. The criminal record of Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia is well known 
throughout the whole country. In New 
Jersey, which has the most drastic Sun- 
day laws of any State in the Union, not 
even permitting any kind of recreation 
for diversion on Sunday, and which al- 
lows no music except sacred music to

Better Care of Dependent Children. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
proper care of dependent children fs, 
of course, of the greatest importance. 
The welfare of the community depends 
greatly on it. Proper treatment of the 
children is the foundation of the wel- 
fare and good condition of the people 
of the community. It is to the interest 
of the community to provide remunera- 
tion to widows so as to enable them to 
take care of their children properly 
and where that is impracticable, to 
board out the children in good families 
under proper supervision, or where an 
institution is necessary, to provide cot- 


tage plan institutions such as the He- 
brew Sheltering Guarding Orphan 
Asylum in Pleasantville. If these prin- 
ciples are followed it will have the 
effect of greatly reducing criminality 
We will. have better people, better citi- 
zens, and altogether a better com- 
munity. 

For the welfare of our community 
the right treatment, education, and 
proper surroundings of the children 
and young people is most important. 
Most of the prisoners that are now in 


prisons must have been children or 
young people say about 20 years ago, 
and if they had at that time the right 
training and example they might be 
law-abiding citizens now instead of 
prisoners. Again, all the prisoners that 
are going into prisons or correctional 
institutions within the next 20 years 
must now be children or young people 
among the general community, and if 
we can give them the right opportuni- 
ties now we might greatly reduce the 
number of people who are going into 
prisons, which certainly is most de- 
sirable. Let us all work together to so 
treat the children and young people in 
our midst that they are likely to be- 
come good members of society. Early 
influence has much to do with this.

Secretary of Labor Denies 
“Competition Is Life of 
Trade” in Coalfields. 


TALKS AT SESSION HERE 


Declargtions that “the mining indus- 
try is producing too much, and the 
competition is disastrous” were made 


by Secretary of Labor Davis in an ad- 
dress before the American Mining Con- 
gress yesterday at the Mayflower Hotel. 

“Unreasonable competition seems to 
have paralyzed some parts of both the 
metal and coal industries,” the Secre- 
tary said. He added that in the matter 
of coal “it is a falsehood that competi- 
tion ts the life of trade” and that “in- 
dustries producing luxuries and semi- 
luxuries are striving to cheapen or 
break down the price of coal.” 

E. C. Alford, special assistant to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. advocated 
avoidance of litigation in settlement of 
tax liability. McKinley W. Kreigh, 
chief of the tax division of the mining 
congress, pleaded for “a fair and just 
Federal tax policy.” 

Henry B. Fernald, tax authority ot 
New York; urged elimination of taxa- 
tion of capital gains and advocated a 
flat rate applicable to all incomes. 

J. D. Francis, New York coal company 
head, went on record as preferring reor- 
ganization of the bituminous coal in- 
dustry with distributing and sales 
agencies in the various producing dis- 
tricts to government contro] and regu- 
lation of the industry. Ills of the in- 
dustry were attributed by Francis to 
failure of railroads prior to 1923 te fur- 
nish adequate transportation and to 
frequent and long strikes. 

Dr. L. E. Young, Pittsburgh, Was 
named chairman of a new section of 
the congress devoted to mechanization 
of coal mines. At the annual meet- 
ing of the board of governors of the 
Southern divisions of the congress, At- 
lanta, Ga., was selected for the 1929 
szssion of the Southern Industrial De- 
velopment conference,

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 6 (A.P.).—The 
tug Geronimo, stolen Wednesday night 
from the customs border patrol slip at 
Fort Wayne here, was recovered today 
in Canadian waters. It was found 
moored to a tree near the liquor export 
docks at Lasalle, Ontario. 

The Geronimo was seized last May in 
the Straits of Mackinac by customs of- 
ficers. The captain, John Barr, and 
three members of the crew were ar- 
rested and now await action of a grand 
jury.

Under Martial Law in 
Magdalena Area. 


U. S. INTERESTS ARE HIT 


Bogota, Colombia, Dec. 6 (U.P.). 
Federal soldiers were on the march to- 
night to enforce order in the Santa 
Marta district of the Department of 
Magdalena, where 30,000 striking plan- 
tation workers have indulged in bloody 
riots. 

Minister of War Rengifo announced 
that elght strikers had been killed and 
twenty wounded when a mob of them 
attacked soldiers Wednesday night. 
What has happened since then is not 


known, but further bloodshed | !s 
feared. 


An earlier dispatch told of a clash 


between strikers and a patrol of 23 sol- 
dilers, in which one man was killed and 
several wounded. Another said that 
the strikers were attacking employes of 
the United Fruit Co., an American con- 
cern which has about 9,000 workers in- 
volved. 
Martial Law Declared. 


The government declared martial 
law in the area and appointed a civil 
and military governor, after investiga- 
tion had led it to believe that the) 
strike was a “subversive movement,” in 
which communistic elements were par- 
ticipating. The situation arose from 
a dispute between employers and work- 
ers over the question of compulsory in- 
surance. The government tried vainly 
to mediate. 


As the troops. marched forward 


toward the area tonight the govern- 
ment regarded the situation as grave. 
Legation Report Reassuring. | 

The Colombian government is “in 
control” of the, disturbances in the 
Province of Magdalena, where 12,000 
laborers are said to be raiding banana 
plantations and taking part in com- 
munistic riots, according to word re- 
ceived yesterday by the Colombian 


legation. While admitting that the 
disorders have not yet subsided, the, 
government has troops at its disposal | 
in sufficient numbers to prevent more 
erlous trouble, messages stated.

SPOUSE AIDED MARRIAGE 


New York, Dec. 6 (N.Y.W.N.S.).—Be- 
hind the bigamous marriage Wednes- 
day of Herbert Leigh-Emanuel, church 


Martha Van Wyen, cloistered 19-year- 
old daughter of a West Sayville store- 
keeper; is a story of romance, realism 
and foolhardiness. 

Leigh-Emanuel and Mrs. _ Leigh- 
Emanuel No. 1 made this apparent to- 
day in an interview at their Sayville 
home. The organist, just home from 
jail in Riverhead, released in $5,000 
bail on a charge of bigamy, related 
virtually all the important.detatls of 
his adventure. 

Mrs. Leigh-Emanuel, who accompa- 
nied her’ husband and Mrs, Lelgh- 
Emanuel No. 2 to New York for the 
marriage license and witnessed the 
bigamous: second marriage, had little 
to say. But she approved and sub- 


'stantiated all the organist said. 


First of all, Leigh-Emanuell. said he 
and: his first wife have realized for 
years that they no longer loved each 
other. ‘They married in Foundry, Wes- 
ley Hayle, England, January 7, 1915. A 
year later they came to this country. 

Three beautiful children have been 
born to them and another is expected. 

As they discussed this odd situation, 
the organist and his first wife sat close 
to each other. Leigh-Emanuell said 
that his first wife was at bottom re- 
sponsible for his second marriage.. She 
urged it, he said, and Mrs. Leigh- 
Emanuell No, 1 interpellated a simple 
“I did.”

SUED ON 90-YEAR TRUST 


New York, Dec. 6 (A.P.).—Federal | 
Judge Thacher today dismissed a $32,- 
000,000 suit against the estate of John 
Jacob Astor brought by descendants of 
Christopher ana Valentine Emerick, 


brothers of John Nicholas Emerick, who | 
was Astor’s partner a hundred years | 


ago. 

The plaintiffs based their suit on an 
alleged trust established by John Nich- 
Olas Emerick in 1815. Its terms pro- 
vided, the complaint stated, that 90 
years after date of its execution the 
principal and accumulations of Emer- 
ick’s holdings in his partnership with 
Astor should be divided among descend- 
ants of Emerick’s brothers, Christopher 
and Valentine. 


Valuable Properties Involved. 


The suit involved valuable properties 
now held by the Astor estate, among 
them the site of the Hotel Astor in 
Times Square. . 

Judge Thacher held that the alleged 
trust was void under the laws of New 


York and Pennsylvania in force prior | 


to the death of John Nicholas Emerick. 


Neither the present defendants nor any | 


of the hundreds of other claimant heirs 
of Emerick’s brothers is entitled to sue 
as such, the court ruled. Judge Thach- 
er’s opinion did not dispose of the pos- 
sibility of another suit by heirs and 
descendants of John Nicholas Emerick, 
maker of the trust. 

Efforts of the Emerick heirs to regain 
from the Astors what they held to be 
their due have written into court 
records in many sections of the country 
a romantic story.

A mandamus writ directing Comp- 
troller General John R. McCarl to pay 
$198,096.59, alleged indebtedness for 
transportation of Government supplies 
along its lines in New Jersey, was pe- 
titioned of the District Supreme Court 
yesterday by the Wharton & Northern 
Railroad Co. 

The railroad, through Attorneys Frost 
and Towers, declared that vouchers for 
various amounts, included in the sum 
sought, have been passed upon by the 
proper Federal authorities, but McCarl 
refuses to permit payments. Because 
of failure of McCarl to allow the pay- 
ment, the railroad declared, it has been 
forced to borrow money and its credit 
has become impaired.

Dress Uniforms Permitted 


By War Secretary’s Edict 


Dislike of Officers to Appear at Official Functions in 


Their ‘“‘Working Clothes” 


Leads to Resumption of 


Colorful Attire Given Up in 1915. 


Because many officers dislike at- 
tending official functions in “working 
clothes,” return of the Army to its blue 
uniforms, given up in 1915, was per- 
mitted yesterday. Secretary of War 
Davis directed that soldiers be author- 
ized, but not required, to wear them. 
Drills and troop formations are ex- 
ceptions from the order, so that on 
such occasions service olive drab and 
khaki. still will be the regulation col- 
ors. Legislation for equipment of the 
Army in blue uniforms is pending. 

Yesterday's authorization means of- 
ficers or enlisted men having their old 
blue uniforms could put them on last 
night for wear under certain condi- 
tions, or buy them when available, War 
Department officials explaining that 
store stocks are practically exhausted. 
The office of the quartermaster gen- 
eral is preparing plans for their man- 
ufacture. however, on request of pro- 
spective wearers. 

Secre Davis’ announcement makes 
clear that procurement and wearing of 
blue uniforms is entirely optional on 
the part of the individual soldier and 
at his own expense, and commanding 
officers are expressly forbidden to exer- 
cise pressure of any sort or seek to in- 
duce individuals to procure them. 

The blue uniforms authorized for 
wear consist .of five classifications. 
dress, full dress, social dress, mess 
jacket and cape. the four last being 
applicable -to officers only... Full dress. 
consists of a dark blue, gold braided 


cap, piped with the color of the branch, 


a plastron-fronted, skirted tunic, with 
two rows of brass buttons, shoulder 
knots of gold braid and stiff collar. 
Colonels and lower ranks are indicated 
by from five to one Austrian knots of 
thin gold braid on the sleeve near the 
cuff. Branch insignia in brass is under 
the knot. 

Cuffs of general officers are decorated 
with the gold stars in numbers indi- 


cating their grade and gold wreaths. 


Trousers of lighter blue, with stripes in 
branch colors, are prescribed with their 
uniform, except that those for general 
and staff officers are of the same dark 
blue as the tunic, or black. Gold 
sashes and saber belts are also. pre- 
scribed for the general officers, who 
wear gold tasseled epaulettes instead of 
shoulder knots. 

Trouser regulations are the same for 
the dress uniform, in which a short, 
dark blue, black braided blouse with- 
out brass buttons is worn by officers. 

Social dress for officers is similar to 
the black civilian evening dress. Gold 
shoulder knots or epaulettes, brass but- 
tons, the Austrian knot and —_ 
branch insignia are worn with it. e 
mess jacket is similar to the social 
dress, save the coat is tailless, and the 
labels may be of the branch coloring. 

Dress for enlisted men consists of 
the dark blue regulation cap, decorated 
with branch insignia in brass and piped 
with branch coloring.

Six Months’ Test of Traffic 
Bureau’s Regulation Held | 
to Prove Failure. 
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INTRICATE DIRECTIONS 
ARE CALLED CONFUSING 


Duplex System Varies With 
Presence or Absence of 
Officer at Intersection. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 
Washington motorists desire, demand 
and desperately need a new deal on 


the left turn provision of the traffie 
regulations. 


The present regulation, completely 
mystifying to visitors and still confug- 
ing to a considerable proportion of 
local drivers, has had a six-month test. 


That period is held by a majority of 
drivers to have proved beyond a doubt 
that the regulation is a flat failure. 
The only possible explanation that’ 
could be offered for its continuance, 
they maintain, would be the stubborn- 
ness of its sponsors in the Traffio 
Bureau. 

From the very first the present pro- 
vision has been open to a devastating 
attack on the ground that it lacked 
logic. With uniformity the unquestioned 
desirability of traffic regulation, stu- 
dents of the subject have been at @ 
loss to reconcile the requirement of 
one kind of left turn at this corner and 
another at that with the principles of 
intelligent motor vehicle direction. 

Apart from its fundamental weak-« 
ness, the present left-turn rule has 
given rise to a host of complications 
that have strangled a once safer and 
smoother flowing stream of traffic. 
These complications have recruited te 
the army of opponents of the law 
thousands of motorists who, when it 
was first proposed, held an entirely 
open mind to the experiment of the 
traffic bureau. 


Chorus Against Regulations. 


Their voices swell the chorus of 
dread over the possibility that the 
traffic officials may stubbornly main- 
tain that the present regulation has 
even a single commendatory feature. ° 

The confusion created by a duplex 
rule is. the chief of the grave defects 
of the present regulation. At inter- 
sections where a traffic officer is on 
duty one pulls over to the right to make 
one’s left turn; at others, one turts 
from the center of the street. 

In the first place, the law apparently 
presumes that the traffic officer is 
visible to drivers coming from all di- 
rections. The absurdity of such a sup- 
position is obvious to everyone who 
has driven a motorcar in Washington. 
The only place from which one could 
see the traffic officer is from the ex- 
treme left lane. Yet, from this vantage 
point of visibility, one can not turn. 

If traffic officers were on duty at 
intersections at definite hours every 
day, by a process of driving one 
route continually the motorist might 
memorize the manifold data essential 
to a successful, smooth left turn. But 
they are not. a situation that was con- 
fusing under the old left turn rule, 
but which under the present creates 
nothing but chaos. 


Tourists Complicate Situation. 


Tourist visitors to the Capital falf 
into the same mistake thousands of 
times, still further complicating the 
traffic stream for themselves and the 
local tens of thousands of street users. 
They, too, condemn the regulation as 
one of the most irrational met in their 
trevels. 

A second complication is the failure 
of a considerable proportion of drivers 
to comprehend the law with all its 
jokers. Evidencing the clear need that 
such a regulation should be one thing 
or another, this type of driver, having 
learned to make turns according to 
that part of the regulations applying 
to policed or lighted intersections, con- 
tinues to make them the same way at 
unpoliced and unlighted corners. 

Pulling to the right with his arm exe 
tended means to the man who knows 
the regulations that the _ signaling 
driver is going to make a right turn. 
The latter natuarlly assumes the right 
to continue straight ahead at an un~ 
diminished speed. Then, the signal 
giver turns left. The left-turn regu- 
lation has set the stage for serious ac 
cidents. 


Young Gorilla Weeps 
When Unloaded at Zoo 


Sobbing like a heart-broken child, a 
3-year-old gorilla was unloaded at the 
National Zological Park yesterday. The 
animal, said to be one of two in the 
United States, is the only one of his 
kind ever to inhabit the local z00. 
He is the gift of Walter P. Chrysler, 
automobile manufacturer. 

The gorilla is named N’Gi. He was 
captured last year in the jungles of 
Spanish Guinea. Africa, by J. L. Buck, 
an animal dealer. Mr. Buck was 
present at the z»9 when N’Gi was un- 
loaded and succeedee in stililng his 
sobs. N’G! weighs 35 pounds and 
when grown, which will be several 
years hence, if he lives, will weigh 400 
or 500 pounds. Due to the fact that 
gorillas do not live long in captivity, 
z0o Officials state they will take every 
precaution with N’Gi.

Plans for a Christmas tree at the 
Chestnut Farms Dairy auditorium for 
underprivileged children whom the 
Kiwanis Club of Washington is assist- 
ing, were proposed yesterday by Presi- 
dent Radford Moses at the club’s week- 
ly luncheon meeting at the Washington 
Hotel. Between 50 and 60 children will 
receive gifts from the tree when it is 
presented to them Sunday, Decem- 
ber 23 

Moses also announced that an inves-e 
tigation is being made of the possibili- 
ties of bringing the Kiwanis interna- 
tional convention to Washington in 
1932. If this is done, .he said, some 
10,000 persons would probably attend. 
That year is the 200th anniversary of 
the first President’s birth. 


Berger Introduces Bill 
To Halt Ku Klux Klan 


Termination of the activities of the. 
Ku Klux Klan is proposed in a bill in- 
troduced in the House yesterday by 
Representative Victor L. Berger, the So- 
cialist member from Milwaukee. The 
Berger bill is largely a copy of that 
enacted in 1870-71, Under its provi- 
sions the President is authorized to 
use the land and naval forces to sup- 
press the organization.
